understand.” The child 
then grows up and does in fact

A twenty-year-old = student 


authored the third poem. His 
mother is a refugee, his father 
died of tuberculosis in 1971, and 
both his sister and brother died 
in the war. Yet, with death and 
tragedy on ali sides he still has

‘The religious spirit is very 
important.’ About 80% of the 
people are Buddhist with 40% 
strongly practicing. “They play a 
great role in the pro-peace 
movements against this and all 
wars 

Ancestral worship is most 
important for us to understand 
lo the Vietnamese, the land 


holds the spirit of their dead 











“Every home has an altar. They 
Please give me back these things I've are very simple, usually a table 


with flowers incense and 
pictures of their dead.”’ Her face 
turned sadly serious as she 
added, “the pictures are no 


longer of the old.” 


Graves of the dead are near the 

home. They feel that they must 
“tend them and think about 
them or the spirii of the dead 
will wander and bad things will 
happen to the family.” This is 
why it is “so difficult for the 
people to leave their land 


Summing it up she recalied 
something a Vietnamese friend 
had said to her about the war 

He said. “We do not fight for 
freedom and independence, we 
are fighting because we are free 
and indeyendent ° 


Ms. Chagnon will again show 
her slides, talk, and read poetry 
in the Music Recital Hall at 11 
am today.

Low-cost citizen's lawsuits are 
their specialty. They have

Supreme Court, and won four of 
them. They recently took a case 
all the way to the U.S. Supreme 
Court for $42. They even got 
the $42 beck because thev won 


They can file such low cost 
suits largely because they get 
free attorney's services. The 


attorneys who work full time for 
thm are given room, board, and 
travel expenses, but no fees, the 
same as all volunteers for

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(3) They have filed a class 

action suit against Standard Ow 
for fraudulent advertising on 
their gasoline additive F-310. 

(4) People’s Lobby is filing in 
the California Supreme Court 
for public hearings tu require the 
San Onofre nuclear power plant 
to comply with Atomic Energy 
Commission standards. 

These are ‘but a few of the 
examples of the work that 
People’s Lobby is doing. They 
are also working now on 
reintroduction of the 
Environmenta! Initiative for the 
1974 ballot. They have modified 
in an attempt to keep it strong, 
but at the same time to remove 
the baSes used for criticism by 
the big business opposition. For 
*xample, on the requirement to 
remove the. sulfur from diesel 
fuel, industry said that they 
could not possibly meet the

Rancho Seco is a nuclearfueled 
thermal energy plant that will 
eventually provide almost one 
billion watts of power to the 
residents of central California. 
Some people have become 
concerned about the wisdom of 
such a project and on Friday, 
October 27, a story by Bruce 
McNitt, citing “Environmenial 
Destruction”, appeared in this 
newspaper. The gross 
dece;‘iveness of Mr. McNitt’s 
statements, as well as the hope 
of easing rash worries about 
Rancho Seco, prompted the 
preparation of the following 
rebuttal. 


The Rancho Seco Nuclear 
Generating Station has been 
made the subject of five attacks 


faulty construction, 


inavailability of nuclear 
insurance, AFC secrecy, disposal 
of radioactive waste, and the 


lack of real need of additional 
electrical power 

McNitt’s entire article 
illustrates the diverse techniques 
used by advertising persons in 
the selling of an half 
truths, generalities, illogical 
mud-slinging, and widespread 
vagueness are the substanance of 
that article. Some examples 

Why wasn’t the exact number 
of the “growing number of 
scientists’ warning of the 
dangers of nuclear power plants 
given? 

Why was it stated that the 
Emergency Core Cooling System 
(FCCS) has never been tested, 
when in fact their regular 
inspection and testing are 
matters of public record. Why 
were we encouraged to believe 
that the ECCS mock ups that

failed were models of ECCS 
facilities in current use, when 
the fact is thet an 


ultra-simplified model was used 
which in no way refelcted the 
actual design of an ECCS in use 
anywhere’ 

Why did the article deal 
extensively with what would 

happen if the ECCS failed 
without ever discussing the 
actual probability of such an 
accident actually occuring? 

Why did the entire first half of 
the depend on a 
theoretical study conducted two 
years before the existance of an 
single atomic plant’ 

Why did McNitt devote only 
one sentence to the subject of 
nuclear insurance, the apparent 
“clincher” of ‘\is attack on the 
ECCS? 

First of the arguments 
presented on October 27, was 
the the ECCS has never 
tested. This is a faulty assertion. 

Asserting that the “ECCS has 
never been tested”... that only 
the parts have been tested, it has 
been carefully overlooked that 
the ECCS is not a single system, 
but a network of subsystems, or 
“parts”, as McNitt calls them. 

The Idaho test referred to was 
not a test of an FCCS, as was 
erroneously stated. The test 
involved a 9-in. diam. pressure 
vessel with one set of inlet and 
outlet pipes. In the test, it was 
assumed that the inlet pipe

broke, and then they tried to 
pump water into the vessel 
against the pressure of the steam 
in the pressure vessel; it didn’t

In contrast, reactor pressure 
vessels are 14 to 22 feet in 
diam., and usually have three 
sets of inlet and outlet pipes, 
each about 24 feet im diam. 
Water is injected through all the 
intact inlet pipes; an inlet pipe 
with a break is automatically 
sealed off from the ECCS 


source. Thus there are a number 
of intact pipes through which 
water reaches the core.

periodically inspected, and the 
results are sent to the AEC. For 
example, the plant at San 


Onofre has its ECCS inspected 
each time there is a refueling, 
and again when it is time to 
restart the reactor. Also, 
injection systems, recirculation, 
and refueling pumps are tested 
monthly 

Considering the possibility of a 
total failure on the part of the 
ECCS, an attempt was made to 
illustrate the consequences 
Upon failing to procure 
facutal data, in as much as there 
has never been such an accident, 
McNitt based his arguement on 
the conclusions of the 
Brookhaven Report, a 
hypothetical study conducted 
seventeen years ago. In_ this 
study of a maximum, theoretical 
accident, it was assumed that 
half of the atomic fuel was 
thrown into the air as dust to be 
blown by the most adverse wind 
conditions However, 
present-day, real nuclear power 
plants do not at all resemble the 
study design, and thus the 
conditions assumed

Nuclear reactors and nuclear 
bombs are fundamentally 
different. Bombs require the 


rapid consolidation of pieces of 
almost pure Uranium-235 metal 
into a precise, compact shape 
Nuclear reactions cores utilize a 
stationary Uranium ceramic, not 
the metal, composed of 3 to 7 
per cent radioactive material. 
The remainder of the ceramic 1s 
non- fissionable Uranium-238 
The effects of possible, 
out-of-control chemical 
reactions have been anticipated. 
Third, Nuclear Reaction 
Generators have been designed 
to totally contain any accidental 
escape of radioactive materials 


There are six separate 
containment barriers. The fuel ts 
in the form of small pellets 


loaded into sealed metal tubes 
These tubes are designed to 
contain the minute quantity of 
gaseous materials given off. Less 
than five in one thousand of 
tubes may develop 
microscopic holes in them 
during their three-year lifetime 

This core is contained within 
the massive reaction vessel. The 
unit is made of 445 tons of the 
finest steel, over eight inches 
thick. Around this is a concrete 
shield, and about the first one is 
a second. Each is over seven feet 
thick. The main containment 
shell completely encloses the 
reactor part of the complex. Its 
walls are over three feet thick 
and are maintained in a 
continual state of compressive 
stress by steel tendons. 

Finally, the containment shell 
is lined with a continuous, 
inch thick, gas-tight carbon steel 
membrane. Therefore, if Core 
Coolant system develops a leak, 
and if the coolant escapes, and if 
all the ECCS subsystems fail, 
and if the Control Rods fail to 
drop, and if the fuel tubes melt, 
and if the reaction vessel 
ruptures, and if both concrete 
shields are damaged, and if the 
gas meimbrance perforates, and if 
the Containment Shell is 
damaged, only then might some 
radioactive materials escape in to 
the atmosphere. 

At this point, the 
complex that projections 
indicate that if there were one 
thousand stations, instead of 
about thirty, there would exist 
the chance of one such incident 
in more than a century. 

McNitt suggests that insurance 
companies not insure 
property aga:nst nuclear 
accidents for the single reason of 
the nsk involved. This 
misrepresentation could not be 
further from the truth. Most 
insurance companies do not

This is insurance 
underwriting that exceeds the 
limits of liability set forth for 
any other type of potential 
disaster. This confidence can be 
well appreciated by anyone who 
has had premiums raised because 
of an automobile accident. 





No legal loopholes 





Legal loopholes aren't to be 


found, either The 
Price-Anderson Act makes 
recovering from a nuclear 


accident extremely easy; 4 
person need only to show that a 
nuclear power plant caused some 
damage, and that they owned 
what was damaged. This 1s such 
a respected piece of legislauuon 
that foreign nations permit the 
atomic-powered Savannah in 
their ports 

Why do insurance companies 
and the federal government 
provide ‘$560-million policies 
for nuclear ee i 


government make it so easy to 
get recovery from nuclear 
accidents’ Why do foreign ports 
allow the entrance of the N.S. 
Savannah’ 
Confidence

McNitt somehow relates the 
alleged secrecy, collusion and 
double-dealings of the AEC to 
his assertions that Nuclear 
Generating Stations will destroy 
the environment He devotes 
approximately one-half of his 
article to casting aspersions on 
the AEC, to what end one can 
only put forth a well-thought 
guess. The AEC’s relationship 
with Rancho Seco includes the 
issuance of construction and 
Uranium permits, facilities and 
operating licenses, activities 
supervision, and reviewing tests 
and inspections as bases for the 
renewal of these permits and 
licenses.

The other two attacks, waste 
disposal, and the lack of need of 
new power plants, were not 
discussed, apparantly to be 
presented at a future date. It is 
likely that these two items will 
be as thoroughly misrepresented 
as the others.

Mr. McNitt’s theme seems to be 
that Rancho Seco is a direct 
threat io the environment. This 
is an incredibly mistaken view. 
Nuclear plants are not only 
much cheaper than hydrocarbon 
plants, but they are much 
cleaner; pollutants are 
practically nil. In addition, 
increasing numbers of pollution 
control and pollution preventing 
installations are being 
constructed. Most are 
electrically operated. In 
Sacramento alone, # suchi 
facilities use twelve billion 
watt-hours of electricity a year. 
This figure is increasing. If 
anything, the additional power 
provided by Rancho Seco will 
aid in reducing already existing 
pollution. 

Why does Bruce McNitt - and 
many other public-minded 
*-watchers”’ - criticize a valuable 
and long-overdue project such as 
Rancho Seco, and have 
apparantly nothing to say about 
unknown numbers of nuclear 
warheads stockpiled at 
McClellan Air Force Base, and 
other, lesser known risks. 

Could it be that trying to kick 
a semi- public organization 1s 
more enjoyable than taking on 
the United States Air Force, or 
just more purposeful, especially 
if you're interested in seeing a 
certain person get elected SMUD 
Ward Director, who also just 
happens to be anti-Rancho Seco. 

In any event, I sincerely hope

During summer vacation, | did 
volunteer flood relief work in 
the Wyoming Valley of 
Pennsylvania after it was hit by 
Hurricane Agnes. Not much has 
been reported about the work 
done by student volunteers and 
young people in genera!

I had gone back to 
Pennsylvania immediately after 
finals to work for my uncle at 
his motel.

use of various animal parts such 
as snouts, lips, ears, stomachs, 
spleens, lungs, and_ salivary 
glands. They also do not exclude 
water, cereal and concentrated 
soy protein. Under Michigan 
law, only fresh skeletal meat 
may be used with no 
by-products, cereal fillers, or 
added water 


Dale Ball, of the 
Department of

Agricuiture says a new label will 
be applied to meat products 
from now on if they follow 
Michigan standards 


Ball said the emblem reading, 
‘Michigan Grade A’’, would 
distinguish meat products 
agreeing with state law. If no 
such label appears, Ball advises 
consumers to look for a listing 
of animal by-products on meat
